Zacchaeus was an outcast in his society. Not only 
was he connected with the Roman government, he 
was the lowest of the low - a tax collector. Some be- 
lieve he was a "middle man" between those who ac- 
tually collected the tax and the Roman government. 
Like others in his profession, he probably skimmed a 
portion of the taxes for himself. So it appears that he 
was doubly sinful: a collaborator with the Romans 
and a crook. But he was curious, and he wanted to 
see Jesus. 

Imagine the shock among the crowd when Jesus 
invited Himself to the house of this horrible man! 
And imagine Zacchaeus' shock! Nobody in his right 
mind would consider fellowship with someone like 
this. Yet Jesus openly said, "I must stay at your house 
today." Zacchaeus did not approach Jesus. Jesus went 
to him. 

Jesus comes to all of us sinners and says, "I stand 
at the door and knock. If anyone hears my voice and 
opens the door, I will come in and eat with him, and 
he with me." Zacchaeus heard Jesus' knock and be- 
came a new man. 

His response has always fascinated me. Zac- 
chaeus didn't just confess his sins before Jesus and 
the crowd, which in itself would have been a miracle. 
He also took steps to clean up his life. Like the rich 
young man in last week's gospel, Zacchaeus was ob- 
sessed with money. But he vowed before Jesus and 
the whole community gathered there to give up his 
obsession. 

"I once was lost, but now am found, was blind, 
but now I see" could be Zacchaeus' song. It is our 
wonderful song as well. 

Lord, we thank you for finding us, cleansing us, 
and giving us a new life in you. Amen. Miles Olsen
